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ESTELLE ‘NEWMAN 


The Romance of the Organist of 
North Egremont. 


Miss Newman's Death and Alleged Resuscl- 
tation—From the Graveto the Dissecting 
Room—Discovered Alive and Placed in an 
Insane Asylum— Restored té Health and 
Married—An Improbable Story—The Rela 
tives Incredulous. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Mass., December 12.—A dreary drive 
of four miles from great Barrington, in the face of 
a blinding snow storm, brought your correspond- 
ont to the neatly kept farm of Judge Rowley, of 
Forth Egremont, the uncle of Estelle Newman, who 
is alleged to have been restored to life in a medical 
college dissecting room, and administrator of her, 
estate. Judge Rowley is chairman of the Select- 
men of his town, and a conservative conscientious 
gentleman of the old school, and from him were 
gleaned many facts throwing additional light upon 
the very strange story regarding Miss Newman's 
supposed death and subsequent resuscitation. Miss 
Newman, it appears, was a bright lady of 80 years 
of age, of excellent parentage, highly cultured and 
having many warm friends. For many years she 
had been 

ORGANIST OF THE METHODIST CHURCH 
at North Egremont. In December, 1878, 
just as she, with others, was interested 
in an approaching Christmas entertainment, she 
had an attack of spinal meningitis. Her death en- 
sued early in January. The funeral was attended 
from the Methodist Church, and the interment was 
in tLe family lot adjoining the church. Among the 
morners at the grave was one H. North Wright, an 
Egremont young man, who was at that time study- 
ing surgery in a college at Albany. He had long 
known Miss Newman, although so far as known 
their friendship never had approached to intimacy. 
On the evening of the day of the funeral, a 
country bali was given at Egremont, 
which H. North Wright and bis brother 
attended. Afterward the young man returned to 
his studies at Albany, graduating high in his class. 
He settled at Sheffield, Mass., for a while, but later 
drifted into Connecticut, where he died in 1881 after 
some years of dissipation. Now comes 
THE STRANGE PART OF THE STORY! 

It is alleged that during the night following the 
burial H. North Wright and three fellow students 
visited the graveyard, exhumed the body of Miss 
Newman, and carried it to Albany; that soon after 
reaching the dissecting room evidences of life were 
found, and the girl became animate. She 
was at once taken to Bellevue 
Hospital, New York, where, after a period of in- 
sanity, she regained her health, and was then taken 
to the home of the uncle of oneof the 
ghoulish students, residing in Schoharie County, 
New York State. The student was in partnership 
with his uncle in practicing medicine and surgery. 
Her health entirely returned and her mind became 


as bright as ever. In 1881 she read ſu a newspaper 


of the murder of Dr. Wright at Newtown, Conn., 
and at once showed a great interest in the case, af- 
firming that Dr. Wright was an old friend, 
and seemingly faintly recalling to mind 
her supposed fatal illness at home, 
In the meantime, however, the student at whose 
uncle’s house she was living had fallen deeply in 
love with her and married her. Thestory further 
details that the pair are now living in New Rock 
City, and propose to visit the scenes of the lady's 
childhood during the present winter. So much for 
the story which has upset the usual quietude of 
North Egremont and the surrounding towns, and 
resulted in a 
PANDEMCNIUM OF GOSSIP. 
Mr. Rowley states that application has been made 
tohim by distant relatives of Miss Newman to 
open the grave and settle the question of 
her death, He does not favor this plan, 
believing, first, that the story is false, and, second, 
preferring to let the matter remain an uncertainty 
rather than open the grave with the possibility of 
finding his worst fears confirmed. He leaves town 
to-morrow for an extended trip to Virginia, doubt- 
less glad to get away for atime from an air laden 
with uncomfortabie rumors. He was the executor 
of Miss Newman's estate, and the $7,000 left by her 
has been disposed of by law. He never had sus- 
spected that she was living untila week ago. The 
Barrington Post Office was crowded at noon, 
and all the villagers were gossiping about the 
story. W. F. Crippen, a cousin of the girl, states 
that three-fourths of the people of Egremont fully 
believe that 
MISS NEWMAN'S BODY WAS EXHUMED. 

and further states that if the proper authorities do 


not at once take steps to settle the question, the 


citizens will take the matter into their own hands 
and find out the truth or untruth of the story. He 
is willing to make oath to the fact that four young 
men were driven out of the Cemetery on the night 
in question and is positive that the story 
is tue, at least in so far as the theft 
of the body is concerned. The flames are 
further fed by the statement of one of the women 
who was present at the death of Miss Newman, and 
who stated that two days after the suppdsed death, 
on the day of the funeral, she accidentally touched 
the back of the body, and found a spot so warm 
that the heat was plainly perceptible, even through 
the clothing. Mré. Newman, the mother of Estelle, 
and Mrs. Chappell. a sister of the woman alleged 
to have been resurrected, relate circumstances 
which increase the improbabilities of the current 
gossip. Mrs. Chappel ad heard nothing 
of the romance concerning heg buried relative. 
She was with Estelle when she was supposed to die, 
The sick woman had been througha religious re- 
vival and 
HER MIND WAS AFFECTED. 

Her mania took the form of a conviction that it was 
her duty not to eat, and she died from starvation, 
together with spinal complaiut. Her flesh was so 
wastedthat it was thought impossible that she 
could have been brought back to life in the strange 
way reported. The current story receives another 
blow in the statement of W. R. Wright, of Hudson, 
N. V., who denies that his brother, the late Dr. 
Wright, ever confessed to him about taking the 
body of Miss Newman to Albany. . °

A DYING MONOPOLY. 


The Campion Pool of Proprietary 
Medicines Going to Pieces. 


An Arbitrary Syndicate—How Wholesale 
Houses Were Bound by Iron Contracts 
The First Break -A Clever Counter Flank 
Members of the Pool Withdrawing. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorg, December 12.—Tne Patent Medicine 
Poo! is trembling on the verge. It is doubtful if the 
most powerful nostrums can restore its vitality. It 
has assumed the horrible“ before taking” aspect, with 
little, if any, prospect that it will ever again be 
able to present that healthy vigorous appearance 
which men have come to know as the “after tak 
ing” phenomenon. Almost everybody is familiar 
with the organization, last April, of what is known 
as the “Campion Pool of Proprietary Medicines.” 
It took its name from a Dr. Campion, of Philadel- 
phia, who owns among other valuables, the pro- 
prietary right to “Dr. Wishard’s Worm Syrup - 
Drops.” This gentleman, it will be remembered, 
called a meeting of a number of leading patent 
medicine proprietors and persuaded them to form 
a league for the purpose of boycotting all whole 
sale dealers who should, in the future, sell any of 
their patent medicines to jobbers or retailers below 
a fixed and stipulated price. I he principles of the 
Campion League were monopolistic in the 
extreme. Its object was apparent. Re 
tail druggists in all parts of the country 
were complaining that their rivals in business were 

UNCONSCIONABLY CUTTING PRICES. 
This league of proprietors (which combined the 
owners and manufacturers of many of the most 
famous patent medicines) undertook to protect re- 
tail customers by placing cast-iron restrictions upon 
the wholesalers. A war was the inevitable result. 
In this city such men as Riker, Hegeman and others 
declared that worms, coughs, rheumatism, tooth- 
ache, and the thousand ills that flesh is heir to.“ 
should be ministered to at such prices as they chose 
to fix, the Campion, or any other league, to the con- 
trary. The wholesale dealers, however, generally 
accepted the situation, and entered into con- 
tracts with Campion and his companions 
whereby they pledged themselves not to 
sell to any druggists whose names should appear 
upon the Campion “black list.“ The first New York 
house to weary of this contract was that of C. N. 
Crittenden, No, 115 Fulton street. On July 3, last. 
this house annulled its contracts with the Campion 
pool, and declared its intention of 

PADDLING ITS OWN CANOE. 
The poo], it is true, controlled fifty of the most pop- 
ular patent medicines on the market, but the house 
of Crittenden deals in something like 8,000 differ 
ent proprietary articles, and concluded that it could 
afford to go it alone. This was a severe blow to the 
pool, and there seems very little doubt that the in- 
dividual members of it sought to saddle its sever- 
ity upon their fellow members, while they, individ- 
ually, escaped. Certain it is that the Crittenden 
establishment found no difficulty, although boy- 
cotted by the pool, in obtaining all they needed of 
the goods which the pool controls. At the time of 
annulling its contract this house had but a very 
small supply of the various articles embraced in the 
pool. Yesterday the Post-Dispatoc# correspondent 
was shown thousands of cases of Tarrant's, Ben-

cluded Astoria, and not finding the name of Riehl 
thereon he supposed that druggist in good standing.

HELP THE POOR. 
Winter, long-delayed, has come on us at last. 
The change of a night has thrown thousands 
out of employment. They are more poorly 
provided to meet the emergency than at any 
past time in the history of St. Louis. Never 
has there been such scarcity of employment, 
such depression of wages, such a multitude 
without money as well as without work. 
What is the best way to help them? By giv- 
ing them work when work is a matter of char- 
ity,it matters not how rude and poor itis. Mr. 
SPECHT’s suggestion of street cleaning is one to 
which we have seen no objectiun raised, There 
is no practical difficulty about it. The Street 
Comunissioner could well take charge of the 
work. A voluntary tax of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars raised by the rich to help the poor 
would save many an honest mouth from hun- 
ger, many an honest woman from shame, keep 
life in many poor children and help many to 
tide over the hard season until the winter is 
past and times are better. 
Unless some one can show a better plan than 
Mr. Specut’s of helping the poor, let that be 
tried—and soon. 


In England, France and Germany, and in 
several States of our Union, a more enlight- 
ened sense of justice has rejected and abol- 
ished the old common law rule which protected 
an employer from liability to pay damages to 
an employe injured in his service by an acci- 
dent due to the negligence of a fellow servant. 
Under that rule a railroad company could be 
held responsible for all damages to persons or 
property from accidents to its trains, except in 
the case of injuries toits own servants. One 
of these might be maimed and disabled for life 
in its service, and might be able to show that 
he had been guilty of no negligence contribut- 
ing to the accident, but if it resulted from the 
negligence or incompetency of a co-employe, 
though one over whom he had no control, his 
claim fordamages was thrown out of court. 
That is still the law of Missouri. A member of 
the Legislature who introduced a bill to change 
it suffocated his own bantling in the commit- 
tee-room and has been drawing a big salary as 
a railroad attorney ever since. But the United 
States Supreme Courtina recent decision has 
taken the lead in whittling away the applica- 
tion of the old common law principle, without 
waiting for statutes to change or abolish it. 
Where the engineer of one train was injured 
by the negligence of the conductor of another 
one of the same company’s trains, the Supreme 
Court held that, as they belonged to different 
grades, ranks or departments of the service, 
they were not fellow servants,” and the en- 
gineer’s claim for damages was sustained.

Experienced Senators Regard it asa 
Political Catacomb. 


Many Named Who Would Not Accept—The 
Sherman-Davis Controversv—An Auxtous 
Search—The Senatorial Fight in New 

. York—Arthur’s Chances—The Holiday 
Adjournmeptand Work of the Presont 
Session. 


By Telecraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, December 12.—It is a rather curious 
and interesting fact that the maker of Cabinets en- 
counters, that the most eligible men for these im 
portant positions are least willing to take them. 
There are plenty of men who have been yearg in 
the Senate who are especially fitted for these places. 
Take such men as Bayard, Beck. Cockrell, Jones of 
Florida, Gorman, Garland and Voorhees, who have 
been years inthe Senate and thereby become fa- 
millar with public affairs, and they are the very 
men who ought to be made the heads of the depart- 
ments and the-intimate personal advisers of a 
President who does not know or profess to know 
much of the details of governmental affairs And 
yet, probably, not one of those named would be 
willing to exchange his place inthe Senate for a 
Cabinet position, Talking with one of these gen- 
tlemen last evening, one whose State is presenting 
apair of “favorite sons” for Cabinet timber, your 
correspondent suggested that one with long ex- 
perience inthe Senate, such asthe Senator ad- 
dressed had had, was much better fitted for a Cabl- 
net place than ;

that were talked of from his own State. “Oh,” he 
said, “I wouldn't have it. There is uo position in 
the gift of the Administration which I would accept 
in exchange for my seat in the Senate. I have seen 
too much of the workings of the departments to be 
willing to bury myselfthere. If one could be abso- 
lutely sure of having his own way, entirely, in the 
management of adepartment he might makea 
reputation by reforming its service, but it would be 
a great task, and one that few men would care to 
undertake so long as they hold the responsible po- 
sition of a seat in the Senate.” And this is only a 
repetition of the remarks of another of the list 
mentioned, a few days ago, in response to a like 
suggestion. “I don't want.“ he said, to the my 
hands and seal my lips just at this critical time in 
the history of our party, when it needs careful men 
on watch. I propose to remain where I can talk.“ 
This seemsto bethe general feeling among men 
now in public life, and it is because of this that the 
“catacombs are being opened and the old pieces 
there pulled down and assorted,” as the Philadel- 
phia Press puts it, in order to geta Cabinet. And 
when one is got it will, at this rate, be made up of 
alot of fossils who know nothing practical about 
the running of the great machine of this great Gov- 
ernment, 
THAT SHERMAN-DAVIS LETTER. 

A quiet search is just now being made of the 
records and captured property and documents in 
the War Department for the letter referred to by 
General Sherman in which it was hinted, as he as- 
serts, that Mr. Davis wanted a dictatorship created 
for himself. Tbe Generai has written to some 
friends ere about it, and no effort is being spared 
to find the document. The Star of this city pub- 
lished the other day a statement to the effect that 
every Confederate General in the Senate had stated 
to its reporter that no such letter had ever been seen 
by them. This does not “count,” however, for it is 
now learned that General Sherman does not claim 
that the Senator referred to by him had ever seen 
the letter, but says that it was captured by bim en- 
route to this General, now a Senator. 

THE SENATORIAL FIGHT IN NEW YORK. 

The nearer the approach of the election of Sen- 
ator from the State of New York the more the indi- 
cations that President Arthur may be the choice. 
There is no doubt that the President would accept 
the choice if tendered him, and rather enjoy it, too; 
but it is quite an established fact that he would not 
go into a fight for it. The President's ideas of pro- 
priety are pretty clear and correct, and he would 
not be willing to sacrifice the dignity of his office by 
entering upon a scramble for a Senatorship before 
he had retirea from the Presidential chair. It is to 
be hoped that, if elected, he wili be more fortunate 
than that other vice-presidential President, John- 
son; who died with only thirty days’ service in that 
body after his post-Presideutial 

ADJOURNMENT. 

Several resolutions have been introduced fixing 
the date of adjournment for the holidays at the 20th 
inst. There scems to bea disposition this year to 
omit the buncombe talk about no holiday adjourn- 
ment,’ and go quietly home for the two weeks, The 
number of members who are here without their 
families is unusually great, and the result is that 
all are willing to accept the adjournment as a mat- 
ter of course.

It 
is easy to see that the House does not propose to do 
anything in particular at this session, It is killing 
time on the Reagan bill, while the committee are 
getting the appropriation bills ready, but when these 
come on there will be no timo for anything else. 
And they will begin as soon as the House reassem- 
bies after the holidays. The committees are dis- 
playing great activity, and it would not be at all 
surprising, in view of the progress of the River and 
Harbor Committee, to see even that usuaily late 
bill come to the front by the middle of next month. 
This will give the House an excuse to “stand off” 
the Dakota bill for another session at least. and 
time to think it over and see how a Democratic 
State can be admitted at about the same time, and 
so keep the honors easy in the Senate which is get- 
ting to have too decisive a Republican majority to 
suit the House.

The Market Suffering From a Com- 
bination of Depressing Influences. 


— ER 


Bad Weather Hurting the Renting Trade— 
Real Estate Men Watching the Progress 
of Senator Plumb’s Bill—Talks With the 
Architects—What the Real Estate Agents 
Have to Say. 


“How do you expect that we can do business in 
weather like this?" a prominent real estate man 
asked of the Post-Disparcn reporter yesterday. 
“Dye suppose anybody would go out to look at 
property on a day likethis? Besides, we'd have to 
take shovels along so we'd be able to show ‘em the 
land.” In his humorous way the gentleman in 
question described ly the general opinion 
of real estate men regarding the condition of their 
business. The dullness of this market natural to 
the present season has been very much aggravated 
by the weather, whieh has paralyzed the sale de- 
‘partment and almost puta quietus upon renting. 
Aboat the only demand for domiciles is that sup- 
plied by those who want to rent flats or small 
houses. The Real Estate Exchange is the place at 
which to find the exact condition of this branch of 
business, and Secretary Priest was forced to ac- 
knowledge that his visitors had been few in number 
during the week, and displayed no such great anx- 
iety in their house-hunting as is evidenced during 
the busier seasons of the year. 

A subject which is occupying the attention of real 
estate men who devote time and attention to the 
sale of large properties outside of the city is the 
fate of Senator Plumb's bill, now pending in Con- 
gress, to fforfeit all the lands granted 
to railroads, which have not fulfilled the condi- 
tions under which the grants were made. 
There is ready for investment in these lands 
large quantities of English capital, which is only 
waiting for the fate of the bill in question to be de- 
vided. The English capitalists are large buyers, 
and several of them stand ready to purchase 

TRACTS OF WESTERN LANDS 
of from 50.000 to 5,000. 000 acres in extent as soon 
as they feei that they can do so with safety. The 
junior member of the real estate firm of M. R. Col- 
ins, Jr., & Co., has just gone East to negotiate 
several sales of large Western properties with En- 
lish capitalists, who. have come over to invest. 
hen last heard from he reported that negotiations 
were progressing very favorably. This very im- 
portant branch of t business is very largely 
monopolized in this city, its central position giving 
itan advantage which our astute and energetic 
realestate men have not failed to improve to the 
full. On the subject of local trade the firm re- 
ported that the week had been very flat and unin- 
teresting. They had not made any sales and they 
did not anticipate any marked livening up of busi- 
ness before the new year. 

Tontrup & Vallat are not able to improve upon 
the previous report, and they said they expected 
the market to be dull for some time to come. 
There had been some little og for money, but 
not enough to warrant any hope for future inquiry 
of consequence. No sales had been made. The

Blaze of Glory. 


Involved a Cost of $100,000. 


The old gasometer of the St.Louis Gas Light Com 
pany at the corner of Fourteenth and Gratiot- 
streets was destroyed by collapse and fire at 11 
o'clock last niglit, the catastrophe being attended 
by a scene which had something of sublimity in it. 
The gasometer was 27 years old, and was a famil- 
iar object to the sight of nearly every resident of 
the city. It consisted of an immense tank, like au 
inverted hat-pox, made of sheeta of iron riveted 
togther, and fitted into a circular héle in the ground. 
As gas was manufactured at the works on Convent

weight of the tank itself, and could be diminished 
or increased at will, according, as the gas pressure 
in the district supplied from the meter was to 
be reduced or increased. Thus twelve pillars, 
which were connected in a cirele by cast-iron 
girders, nad to bear at times not only the weight of 
the meter, but of the w ts which balanced 
its Gas heavy statm of yesterday covered the top 


of the gasometer with several inches of snow, thus 
adding many tons to the ordinary weight of the 
ers. Then came the sudden cold which 


very rapidly chilled the old cast iron, which was 
already crystallized by the extreme heat and culd 
of over a quarter of a 2 é 
About 9:30 o'clock last night two of these pillars 
confessed their weakness, and with a sharp crack 
broke off about twenty-five feet above the ground, 
falling in against the tank, which was high in 
air. 


THE WATCHMAN __ 
heard tne noise and soon discovered its cause. He 
sent for the engineer, Thos. G. Lausden, who came 
immediately. Examining the tank be quickly saw 
that it must go to wreck, beca the 
riving way of the two girders left a space of one 
bundred feet without supports, which made the 
whole concern lopsided and threw that much ad- 
ditional weight upon the other ten girders, which 
were already overioaded. The crash was merely 
a question of hours or even minutes. 
The gauge showed that there. were 360.000 
feet of gas in the tank, and as this volume of in- 
flammable fluid would certainly be liberated, with 
possibly disastrous consequences to the neighboring 
residences, Mr. Lansden and Officer Palmer busied 
themseives in 7 7 the people living in a radius 
of half a block of the danger eus situation. Care was 
aiso taken to keep people from approaching 
too near the inclosure. There was no danger 
of an explosion of the tank for the reason 
that gas cannot either burn or explode until mixed 
with air, and a torch thrust into a filled tank would 
not explode it. The danger was that the surround- 
ing premises would be so thoroughly charged with 
escaping gas thatthe fluid would become alight 
somewhere, and then there would be a flash- an ex- 
plosion in act with great mischief 
to the people and property who 
would be enveloped by the instantarieous blaze. 
In less than ten minutes after the crack an anx- 
ious, excited crowd of people surrounded the block 
and watched the huge dark object which was the 
occasion of their solicitude. Only a few yards east 
from 

THE THREATENED TANK 

was one of about the same capacity, which was 


but recently built at great expense, 
and very natural Mr. Lansden was 
racked with anx for its safety. 


He remained inside the intlosure and watched 
every vibration of the gigantic, overloaded siruci- 
ure, in the hope that when the disaster came he 
might be able to do something to save the new gas- 
ometer. 

Slowly the crippled gasometer toppled and sank, 
the unbroken pillars toppling with it, and every 
movement being attended witn a loud creaking and 
snapping. Tbe gas pressure in the district was 
very perceptibly increased, but the general public 
knew ncihing of the cause. The excitement 
increased with every moment, and all the families 
in the neighborhood were in a panicky state, people 
having arisen from their beds collected their vaiua- 
bies and prepared to flee. Blanched faces and 
tearful eyes were the rule among the dwellizgs. 

At five minutes before 11 o'clock the climax came,

providential agency the gas was ignited shortly 
after it began to escape, the engineer's theory be- 


ing that the friction the clash- 
ing iron columns gave out. the spark 
which did it. Were it not for this the 


fluid would bave spread out among the surrounding 
houses in such volumes as toinsure an explosion 
from some lamp or candle. As it was, the river of 
gas was instantaneously fred as it flowed upward, 
and fora brief minute the grandest volume of 
flame ever seen in this city lighted up the sky. It 
was fully 200 feet in diameter and extended two or 
three hundred feet into the air ahove 
the wreck. The light was certainly visible twenty 
miles away, and from its brilliancy and brevity 
must have been mistaken for a lonesome flash of 
lightning. In every part of the city people who 
were on the street at that late hour were startled 
by the phenomenon, and the impression held for a 
moment that some immense bullding was 
ablaze. There was a great commotion 
among the people who surrounded the inclosure, 
and a general stampede tock piece, accompanied 
by loud cries of fear. Mr.Lansden,the superintendent 
had remained too close to the wreck and some of 
tue blaze caught his face and singed him slightly; 
but no damage whatever was done to the new gas- 
ometer, and he washappy. In about a minute 
after the first flash the magnificent spectacular 
display was at an end, the danger wus 
over, and nothing remained but a smok- 
ing, sizzling ruin of old iron, while 
the neighborhood for a radius of about 
half a mile was . permeated with a fstench 
of gas. The fear that the other tank would 
be fired also seemed to keep alive the terror of the 
hour, and peopie who had gotten ready to run away 
preceeded to do so as soon as the crash and flas 
was over. The snow-covered streets were filled with 
rushing, shrieking women and children. all 
calrying something, and their exclamarions 
and signals did much to check the crowd which 
came rushing to the scene of the iilumination. . Ex- 
cited people turned in fire alarins on every side, as 
many as five signals being received in less than a 
minute by the

He answered the first. which came from Eleventh 
and Poplar, where some nervous party had pulled 
the wire of a box utterly regardless of the fact that 
he was over a half a mile away from the fire. When 
the engines finaily reached the scene, there was 
nothing to be done, It will require an expenditure 
of nearly $100,000 to make good the loss, and the 
iron of the wreck is not worth over $5,000.
